Widespread Damage Throughout Area 
In Big Blow Of Thursday, Friday

This season‘s first santana wind storm Thursday 
afternoon through Friday moming brought winds of 
hurricane force to this area and over most of Southern 
California, at times exceeding 100 mph, with the dam- 
age to be a long time in being totaled, 


In the Upland-Cucamonga-Alta Loma area, the 
wind damaged hundreds of homes, with local roofers 
and insurance companies besieged with repair jobs 
and claims. Citrus in most areas was not severely 
damaged, except in spot areas where heavier citrus 


damage was reported. 


Upland city crews, count y 
crews, General Telephone Co. 
and Edison Co. crews worked 
around the clock through Sur 
day in maintaining and restor- 
ing phone and electric serv- 
ice, keeping streets and roads 
cleared, and doing genera! 
clean-up work.

Postal Department Deficit 


he federal postal system is operating at a finan- 
cial loss of two million dollars a day. This totals more 
than seven hundred million dollars in a year. 

Why should this loss be allowed to continue when 
it ig possible to do something about it. One of the big- 
gest factors in this loss is the inequity in the postal. 
An upward adjustment in rates would provide the 


necessary revenue. 


Upland Rotary club members were told last week 
that the deficit is due largely to the low second class 
rates. This is the rate paid by newspapers and maga- 


zines for distribution. 


The Upland News and most of the newspapers in 
California are on record in favor of an increase. 

Politicians in Washington, D. C. have the power 
to change this business of operating in the “Red”. It is 
time some business sense be applied to the deficit 
problem. The mounting annual loss is added to the 
national debt. Taxpayers must pay for it eventually. 
Itt would be more sensible to place the full cost on 
current customers of the postal department.

With the constant watering of the lawn on the | 
parkway. and with occasional heavy wind storms, the 
problem is very pressing. While the pepper and grevil-
